The ParuoDB Lecture. 


The witty Irish student, HOD William 


Parsons of New York, last night at the 
opera bouse, gave the third entertainment 
of the Deoatur Lecture Course, in pre- 
senting thb beautiful story of "Homer and 
Ihe Golden Age," a topic of lively inter- 
est to all students of literature. Mr. 
Parsons who is unquestionably an Irish- 
man, was introduced by Prof. Qaslman. 
At the very outset the lecturer com- 
manded the closest attention of bis large 
andienea and retained it to t ie close, 
spicing bis entertaining and instructive 
recital with many laughable anecdotes to 
illustrate and clinch his arguments 
The 


talk was simply an amplification of the 
story of the cities of ancient Troy and 
MyoerjiD as written by tho blind poet 
three thousand years ago, together with 
the mythology ot that age and time. He 
presented in beautiful language the dra- 
matic incidents connected with the lives 
of Achilles, and Heotor, and Helen and 
King Agamemnon, and the other charac- 
ters in the story And the lecturer showed 
by the recent investigation and discover- 
ies of the American scientist, Prof 
BohliemunD, that Homer's story an told iu 
the Iliad, is not a fancy sketch, bat u his- 
torical record ot events that actually oc- 
curred 30 centuries ago. That Schhe- 
mtinn has dug down and found unmistuk 
able evidences of the location of tha city 
of Troy is known to all familiar with cur 
rent events as told in the daily papers, 
and that be found the tomb of Agamem- 
non beneath his palace is also known, 
In conclusion Mr Parsons asserted that, 
freedom had its birth in Homer's time, 
in the battles und struggles of that period; 
tuat it had a fitful existence here and 
there until it blossomed on the mountain 
tops of Switzarland, and was theu waf ted 
across the'Atlantic to America, where it 
has developed gradually and is a fixture.

"Win Fight for it. 


A Chicago man who owns the 8800 to 


81,000 worth of fire store clothing on the 
second floor of the 0. A. Garter building 
wilt fight for possession ot the goods in 
B Justice's court. There are attachments 
against the stock for various sums; $260 
tor taxes, 875 for rent, and for other 
Sttiuhort debts, but the Chicago man 
proposes to have his goods if the law will 
give them to him. The claimants will re- 
sist the efforts to wrest them ot the stock. 
All they want is the payment of their 
claims, and tnen they will yield. 


Two members of the grand jury told 


me to-day that thsy were unalterably op- 
posrd to the present grand jury system, 
for the reason that as now conducted the 
jury could only bear one side of caw* 
brought before them, an for instance it a 
saloon keeper had sold liquor in violation 
of law, and any one should oome before 
the jury and state the alleged facts in the 
oast), all the jury would huve to do would 
be to flud an iniiiotmnut against the saloon 
keeper. They would uav« no means of 
verifying the statements made except as 
they were snpported by other tes tmonj; 
and post-ibly the complaints would be 
made largely through malice. The syp- 
tem was pronounced a miuclle nnd H 
treat and useless expense to the county 
'The gentlemen stated that all violation*, 
of law should first be brought before Suc- 
tions of the peace, where they iigbtfully 
belong, and where both sides of any par- 
ticular charge could be beard. In this 
way if the accused are innocent they 
own be discharged by a justice or jury 
und the county would not be at the ex- 
pense of boardiog the indicted purties 
from term to term. Evidently I he jurj1- 
mt-n alluded to are sick of the inquisito- 
rial system, and would have it abolished 
if they had the power. 


I see the police at Danville have cap- 


tured a half dozen gamblers in an 8 by 10 
mom, and late in the night all were mos- 
ied off to the station bouse when they 
put up cash for their appearance for trial, 
Same thing is sometimes done in Deon- 
tur, but the boys neyer appear for trial. 
They simply forfeit their fines and pay 
up iustanter, to escape the chain gang 
attachment. 


Talking about the prevalence of diph- 


theria and its treatment in Deeatur, a 
physician told me the other day that 
there were any amount of oases about the 
city, ami he would wager any sum that 
he could eo into any school room in the 
city aid trere flud twenty or more cases 
iif the disease in some stage or other.

They help to mnke 
business and must have homes. New 
houses in respectable numbers will go up 
next season.

Be the weights of tbe present day 
greater or less than those ot a halt score 
years past does not argue that hogs of 
the present are ot smaller breeds or ot 
slower growth. , We should bear in mind 
that the hogs that went to market ten 
years ago would average at least sixteen 
months of age, while a large percentage 
of the shipments now made are of pigs 
less than one year old. The bulk of hogs 
sold from tbe 1st of February to the 1st 
of June each year are shoals ten to twelve 
months old. When it oomes to figuring 
average gain per month we have no fear 
of bringing the modern hog into compe- 
tition with those of the past. We have 
seen hogs sold that were eigteen or twen- 
ty months old that would cot make any 
better average than the yea lings ot 'the 
present

At the age Jo* 18 years, (be dedi- 
cated herself to CbrlBt, and united with the M. 
E. church. She was joined In marriage with 
Rev. Lev! Field, July 30th, 1868, at which time 
she received awitillcale of church member- 
ship of the M. B. church, and united with the 
U. B. Church ID Christ. 1D1870 tbe moved with 
her husband to this cltr, Blnco which time sho 
has lived among us as the mode) wife, mother 
and Christian. She partook largely of the 
characteristics of Martha, who administered 
to the wan s of the Savior. Her greatest de- 
sire was to aid her husband, In every W«T 
possible, to reach the highest qualillcatlons 
as a minister cf her Lortl'e gospel. During all 
her affliction she never discouraged, but rrther 
urged her husband to fill all his appointment!, 
even to the last one, only ttcoilaye before her 
death. She was open hearted and positive In 
her nature and decided In her convictlona.and 
true to every principle fbo conceived to be 
right. Her home vaa always open to tho 
tolling ministerolCbrlit, and every comfort 
and encouragement wa> bestowed to aid him 
In presenting the consecrated cross.

iops, American pig iron, leather, 
New Orleans Molasses, pork, hamp, 
ides, lard, batter and cheese. The 
articles of the list which were lower 
at the close of 1884 than in 1878 
were wheat and wheat flour, Scotch 


iron, linseed oil, refined petro- 


eum, rice, sugar, tallow and wool. 
Wool and foreign pig iron are the 
owest prices of the record from 
which our comparisons are drawn. 


WEST, Florida, says the Bos-

The 
time to begin the work is almost 
upon us—are we ready for it? 
The 


importance of the matter is such as 
will not admit of del ay, and we can- 
not begin too soon to prepare for 
what seems to be among the inevit- 
ables. 


Death of Sohuyler Oolfax. 


The telegraph brings the news ot 


the sudden death of Ex-vice-presi- 
dent Colfax, which occurred at Man- 
kato, Minn., yesterday 
morning, 


presumably 
from 
heart disease. 


He had arrived in Mankato from the 
East by the Milwaukee road, and 
the weather being very cold (30 de- 
grees below zero), be walked over to 
the depot of the Omaha road, about 
three fourths of a mile. Arriving 
there he aat down and in a few 
minutes dropped dead. 
His re- 


mains were taken in charge by the 
Odd Fellows, of which order he was 
a prominent member. 


Schuyler Colfax was born in the 


city of New York in 1823, came to 
Indiana in 1836, and at the age of 
22 became editor of the South Bend 
Register. He took an active part in 
politics, and was elected to Congress 
in 1845, being re-elected for six suc- 
ceeding terms, making his term of 
service a continuous one for fourteen 
years—the last six of which he was 
speaker. In 1809 he became vice- 
president, and at the end of his 
term in 1873 retired from public 
life. 
Mr. Colfax was a man of un- 


tiring, industry and energy, and by 
nature well fitted for public station. 
He possessed a vast fund of infor- 
mation, and with a most voluble 
flow of language and a rare felicity 
of expression ha became a public 
speaker whose services were always 
in demand.. His genial, sunny tem- 
perament made him a favorite in all 
circles, and few men have had the 
good fortune to draw to themselves 
so large a circle of devoted friends 
as he. 
Without being a man of 


great and profound abilities, he was 
nevertheless a useful man, and filled 
well the measure of his being. 
He 


leaves a widow, and, we believe, one 
child. 


One. of the New Remedies. 


According to the' Journal 
of 


Chemistry, menthol, the substance 
recently' introduced in the treatment 
of headache and neuralgia, is likely 
to prove a valuable addition to the 
remedies of those ailmects. It is a 
white, semi crystalline body with a 
strong, burning odor of peppermint, 
and is usually made into small1 cones 
and mounted on a wooden handle. 
It in rubbed over the locality of a 
headache or other pain, a burning 
sensation is first felt, followed by a 
feeling of refreshing coolness and 
temporary relief of the pain. The 
liquid oil of Japanese peppermint 
has long been used in Japan and 
China for this purpose, mertbol being 
simply the solid constituent of this 
oiL Chemically considered it is a 
camphor, differing only from ordi- 
nary camphor by the addition of 
four atoms of hydrogen. Its medi- 
cinal effects 
are probably due to 


the counter-irritation it sets up. 
The strong, agreeable odor of the 
peppermint may also have some 
effect on the nerves. 


AH exchange, which hails from 


another state, in speaking of the 
technical defects in legislative enact- 
ments, has the following to say.

The number of ponds 
stocked and in process of construc- 
tion, is 4,000. 
About 18,000 carp 


have been distributed. A list of all 
the water courses of the state—riv- 
ers, creeks, tributaries, and tributa- 
ries to tributaries—carefully pre- 
pared, is incorporated in the report. 
Tbe Fish-way laws are carefully re- 
vi wucl, and the weak points noted, 
vilh recommendations for a better 
i.lass of protective laws. The re- 
port, when published, will be illus- 
trated with plates of native fish. 


ON the Eiver Tyne, in England, a 


scene usually of the greatest activity 
iu ship building, from 10,000 to 
12,000 men are now out of employ- 
ment. England has been for some 
forty years in the full enjoyment of 
the blessings of free-trade. As a 
result, trade and labor, including 
special industries, like ship-building, 
are rnffericg to a greater extent 
there than in any country on the 
civilized globe. 


Preparing: to Mount. 


The Southern Confederacy is not 


quite in the saddle yet, but it is 
preparing to mount. It is already 
betraying the same overbearing, ar- 
rogant spirit which characterized its 
leaders before they went into rebell- 
ion, and which crops out upon every 
occasion when they imagine they see 
their way clear to power and place. 
The other day, in the Senate at Wash- 
ington, a discussion arose over a res- 
olution offered by Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, calling for the publication of 
the paper recently filed with the war 
department by Gen. Sherman, upon 
the subject of the conspiracy of Jef 
ferson Davis. Tbe Southern seen 
tors came boldly to the defense of 
the living president of the dead con- 
federacy, and bitterly fought the 
idea that he was ever anything else 
than a gentleman and a patriot. Du- 
ring the course of the debate Lamar, 
of Mississippi, said, "no man shall 
in my presence call Jefferson Davis 
a traitor without 
my responding 


with a stern and emphatic denial." 
George, of Mississippi, said he had 
"no fear tbat the result would be ad- 
verse to the honor or patriotism of 
Jefferson Davis." The honor and 
patriotism of Jefferson Davis were 
warmly endorsed also by Senators 
Morgan, Harris and Vest, none of 
whom were base enough to charge 
any want of loyalty to those who 
ha,d done their utmost to overthrow 
the government.' 


These words of praise for traitors 


seem strangely out of place when 
heard on the floor of the Senate, but 
it should be remembered that the 
party which contains leadtrs who ut- 
ter such sentiments will soon be* in 
possession of tbe government. 
The 


people in their sovereign capacity 
have declared that the party which 
sends such leaders to Congress is tbe 
party they want to trust with the 
conduct of public affairs. The voters 
of the land have deliberately decided 
that they want to hear Jefferson Da- 
vis eulogized and landed on the floor 
of the Senate—that is, u majority of 
those who were allowed to vote so 
decided. But we are slow to be- 
lieve that a majority of the people of 
this country consider Jefferson Davis 
as a man of houor aud a patriot. 
Senator Sherman, in the discussion 
referred to, voiced tbe sentiment of 
the majority of I be pni>ple when he 
said, "will it ever be disputed in this 
country of ours nt, auy time within a 
thousand yearn tJmr, in. the War and 
before the War Jnff rnon Davis wu 
a conspirator ami a traitor to his

The doath of Hon. Joseph G-il'es 


pie, which occurred at Kd*anlsrille ' 
on the 7th, removus from tbe ranks

nent of the vetw UN* n£ Illinois pn'i- 
ica. 
He was a jir imiueut figure in 


jublic affairs nearly a half century 
ago, and it ban oniy been a very few 
•ears since Im lelired from active 
Darticipatiou in politics. He was 
Attorney-General of tbe state before 
most of the present voters were, born, 
and served with Abraham Lincoln 
in tbe Legislature in the early part 
of forties. He was a "Whig in those 
days, and became a Republican at 
the organization of the party, of 
which he continued a faithful and 
earnest member to the day of hia 
death. Our older c tizens will re- 
member him as the president of the 
Republican State Convention which 
met in this city in I860, at.d nomi 
nated Richard Yates for governor 
Judge Gillespie, although not taking 
an active part in politics during the 
past few years, never lost bia inter- 
est in political affairs, and came 
here from his home in Edwardsville 
last August expressly to hear Gov. 
Oglesby, for whom he had a warm 
admiration. There is no man now 
iving 
in 
Illinois 
who 
is 
so 


well posted as to its early political 
listory as was1'Judge Gillespie, and! 
none who can compare with him as 
a charming conversationalist. His 
memory was a vast store-house of 
nterestirjg recollections, and when 
ae last visited Decatur a few months 
ago his powers as a narrator of his- 
;orieal incidents seemed in 110 way 
mpaired by age. It was a rare 
treat to listen to him, as the writer 
often did by the hour, relating sto 
ries of men with whom be had asso- 
ciated seemingly an age ago, but of 
whom his recollections were as froth 
as though they reached back but a 
month. He was always a welcome 
addition to any circle, and when he 
was present everybody else was 
more than willing to listen. He was 
76 years old, and his death was 
somewhat sudden.

NO EBDTJOTZON OF FREIGHT BATES. 


Tbe Commissioners Decide Not to Make 


any Radical Reduction 


for tne Present.. 


Springfield Journal, Jan. S. 


The State Board of Eailroad and "Ware- 


house Commissioners at their meeting 
here yesterday considered farther the 
qneetion of a general redaction of freight 
rates throughout the state, and rendered 
a decision in the matter, the concluding 
portion of which, after leciting the facts 
of the meetings already reported, und that 
a great mauy personal and written com- 
plaints had come to them, reads as fol- 
lows: The railroads claim that they bear 
their fair share of the burden of the bard 
times and low prices by the decreased 
tounege and loss of passenger traffic nec- 
essarily incident thereto; and that this 
burden rests so heavily upon them that 
they cannot stand a farther reduction in 
rates until the business of transportation 
revives, without its being reflected upon 
the employment they give to labor, that 
there are but nine Illinois roads in the 
state self-sustaining on Illinois business, 
una that the large number ot class B 
roads, tbe most essential to the farmers, 
are non-prodactive. 


It has not been shown lhat any general 


reduction would be beneficial to the gen- 
eral business interests of the state at pres- 
ent, and considering all the circumstances 
as developed, tbe Commission is not ready 
to publish a radical reduction applicable 
to transportation of all commodities on 
all the roads of the state. The Commie- 
eion will continue to hear any Hud all 
who desi're to be heard on these subjects, 
and will act unhesitatingly in the light of 
the beat iafotrnatiou obtainable.
